T A recent meeting of th 
Calgary School Board, : 
recommendation was made tha 
social activities in the severa 
schools be curtailed and tha 
parents be impressed with th 
necessity of seeing that thei 
children apply themselves dil:

There is no doubt ’as to th 
object of ‘this recommendatior 
nor is there any doubt as to th 
prevailing conditions which ha 
made the recommendation nec 
essary. These conditions ar 
not confined to cities. Teacher 
in smaller centres are continua 
ly complaining of the very evi 
dent apathy on the part of bot 
pupils and parents in connectio 
with school work — especiall, 
in the higher grades.

Census Shows They Have Invaded 
Almost Every Field 

Sixty yeare ako, in Canada, the | 

tea@iiing profession was largely tn the | 


hands of men, for the most part poor | 
ly equipped for their work and sadly | 
utiderpaid. Now, especially in the pub 
He schools, teachings almost exclus- 
ively done by women, there being 49,-| 
$75 women teachers In Canada, as | 
against 11,042 men, according to a re-| 
port. in Agricultural and Industrial 
Progress of Canada. 

In many cases women have discard 
ed their aprons and donned overails. | 
There is one woman mining engin | 
cer in the Dominion, twenty-one elec- 
trical engineers and six civil engin 
eers. So far, no woman blacksmith, or 
veterinary surgeons are recorded, but 
there are women painters, boiler- 
makers, engine builders, carpenters, 
etc. ° 

The census shows 587 women bar- 
bers and hairdressers, three boot- 
blacks, thirty-four boot and shoe re- 
pairers, two garage keepers and three 
chauffeurs, Seven carn thelr living 
logging, and fifty-one are trappers, 
and engaged in fishing; one fs a ceme- 
tery keeper and’ grave @Qgger and an- 
other an auctioneer. ; 

In certain industries women find 
employment to a predominating de- 
gree. Dextiles absorb a vast amount 
of female labor, over 57,000 women 
being omployed tn textile factories. 
while 42,211 ate engaged in manufac- 
turing textile goods and wearing ap 
parel, of which 16,612 are dressmak- 
ers, 3,029 milliners, and 2,240 tailor- 
esses.

There are besides 225 women garden- 
ers and one lone female earns her 
livelihood by raising fur-bearing anl- 
mals. : 

Domestic service is still the great 
est source of employment for women 
and there are present about 30,000 
empioyd.in private homes. 

The nursing profession has attract’ 
ed a host of women and the total 
number of purses now in training in | 
Canada is over 21,000. ‘There are be- 
sides 11,192 nuns occupied mainly in 
nursing and teaching. : 

In these and many other ways the 
Canadian woman has proved her 
ablity to take her share in the public 
and economic Ife of the Dominion, 
while still-maintaining her original 
place in the home. 

She has, as it were, become eman- 
cipated, every walk of life is open to 
her. In all professiogs and trades she 
competes with men. The colleges are 
open to women, a thing unthought of 
at the time of* ~Confederation,’ and 
high honors, scholarships and medals 
are as frequently won by women as 
by mean.
